Turkey Prices 
Set from 59 to 
61 Cents Pound

Highest retail selling prices 
for turkeys, ducks and geese 
during the Thanksgiving, Christ­ 
mas and New Year holiday sea­ 
son were announced today for 
Southern California markets by 
Edward F. Cunnlngham, food 
price specialist for the Office of 
Price Administration.

Live turkeys, all weights, are 
selling for 46 cents per pound 
while the dressed turkeys retail 
for SI cents per pound. House­ 
wives who v/ant drawn turkeys 
will pay 61 cents, per pound for 
birds under 13 pounds, 60 cents 
for those 13 to 18 Vi pounds and 
59 cents for turkeys over that 

eight.
Ducks, live, all weights, sell 

for 35 cents per pound. Dressed, 
all weights, at 38 cents per 
pound, and drawn, all weights, 
SI cents per pound.

Live geese retail at 37 cents 
per pound; dressed at 39 cents 
per pound, and drawn at 66 
cents per pound. These prices 
are for all weights of geese, 
CunninBham said.  

Kosher prices arc from one 
to two cents per pound higher. 
H6usewives will pay from one 
to two cents less per pound for 
the lighter holiday birds this 

Dinner table trimmings for 
year than In 1943. 
Thanksgiving Day will run 
slightly higher on some items. 
Cranberries will probably be 43 
cents per pound; sweet potatoes, 
11 cents per pound; white pota­ 
toes, 6 cents per pound; apples, 
best, 12 cents to 12',4 cents per 
pound, and oranges will be 
somewhat cheaper, according to 
Herbert B. Sandberg, OPA food 
price specialist.
